Outdoing Ontario 

Mr. Boyle declared that Alberta had 
done in co-operation with the Domin- 
jon government everything, §o fis! 
mind, humanly possible to assist the 
disabled soldier back to civil life and 
he stated that up to last Christmas 
Alberta had more men being trained 
vocationally than the biggest prov- 
{nce in the Dominion, Ontario. In re- 
gard to this, Mr. McMurtrie, in his 
report, pointed out that “the clearest 
conception of the Canadian plan can 
be gained from the study of its work- 
ing in some specified district and the 
most favorable for this purpose is the 
province of Alberta.” 

The minister of education pointed 
out that the education of soldiers in 
convalescent homes was a plan that 
had originated in Alberta, and he in- 
formed the house that 400 men were 
now receiving re-education in one or 
another in the province. 

Control of Resources 

The debate was also taken part in 
by W. M. Davidson, Calgary, who 
argued for state control and opera-

Amendments to the Edmonton char- 


|ter are due to come before the Muni- 
| cipal Law committee of the proyincial 


legislature this morning at 10 o'clock, 
At the same time delegations to ob- 
ject or support will be heard. 

There are 66 of the charter amend- 
ments, these ranging from the pro- 
posals to give the city power to issue 
stock, and to converting debentures 
into stock, to a scheme for extending 
the period of the short-term and other 
debentures of the city. 

To Tax Incomes, 

To deal with some of the most Im- 
portant matters first, it has been 
stated that the amendments would 
contain a proposal to tax Incomes. 
This is hardly correct, as the income 
tax proposal will not be included in 
the amendments, but in an act which 
it is proposed that the provincial gov-

With regard to the income tax, it is 
understood that the idea {fg to tax all 
incomes upon a graduated scale under 
which no exceptions will be possible, 
all having to pay to some degree. How 
much will be secured by such gleans 
is not known, but it has been men- 
tioned that Edmonton might raise 
$500,000 per year under this proposed 
tax, 

Taxation of Improvements. 

The taxation of improved property 
is to be included in this general city 
act, This is the proposal which was 
put before the voters at the last De- 
cember election in the form of a pleb- 
iscite, but was turned down, as the 
man who had built his own house said 
that he did not see why he should be 
taxed on the house as well as the lot, 
Similar power for the city is now be- 
ing asked for in a new form, that ie, 
not as a charter amendment but as a 
part of the city act to be brought in 
by the provincial government. 

The Fifty-Siz Charter Amendments, 

A Mast of the charter amendments 
are submitted below with also some 
explanation that has been furnished 
by tho city solicitor, 

Extension of Short-Term Debentures, 

One far-reaching amendment which 
ja not Included in the printed bill to 
go before the Municipal Law commit- 
tee of the provincial government, but 
has been framed since, is the proposal 
to secure power to extend the life of 
city debentures by means of making 
bargains with the debenture holders 


By the power which would be given 
under this amendment, it Is sald that 
council would seek to extend the life 
of the $2,000,000 short-term deben- 
tures which fall due for payment this 
year. 

This proposed amendment has been 
referred to the soliciters of the bro- 
kers who purchased the bond issue for 
considration and it {fs understood to 
be dependent upon thelr approval 
whether {t is included in the list to be 
placed before the provincial govern- 
ment. 

The text of the proposed amendment 
is as follows: 

“The council may, without the con- 
sent of the burgesses, pass bylaws for 
making agreements with the holder 
or holders of any debenture or de- 
bentures or other eecurity or securi- 
ties for the payment of money or the 
extending of time for the payment of 
the whole or any part of the moneys 
payable thereunder in all respects, up- 
on such terms and conditions and in 
such manner as shall ‘be set forth in 
such bylaw, and may increase or de- 
crease the rate of Interest therein 
specified and make the same payable 
at different times and nlaces and may 
allow discounts and bonuses to such 
holders. (2) And for the purpose 
aforesaid may by -any such by- 
law or bylaws appoir.t such agent or 
agents as may be expedient and dele- 
gate to him or them such power or 
authority as shall {n such bylaw be 
set forth. (3) And may assess and levy 
such rates and taxes as may be re- 
quired to carry out the terms of any 
euch agreement. (4) Any such bylaw 
may provide for the issue of new se- 
curities or for the endorsement of the 
new terms of payment and other con- 
ditions upon the present securities. (5) 
Every agreement so made and all rates 
and taxes imposed for the purpose of 
carring out the same shall be valid 
and binding on the city and the rate- 
payers thereof and, shall not be open to 
question in any court.” 


Changes in Registration 

In the printed bill, sections 1 to 5 
refer to the chang®s in the registration 
of voters and the issuing of the lists, 

The qualification for electors is 
amended from residence fn the city 
“for one month immediately preced- 
ing the first day of June in the year 
for which the list is being prepared,” 
to the following “for three months 
immediately preceding the date of ap- 
plication for registration as herein- 
after provided.”

Section 6 makes provision that de- 
bentures may be payable in British 
currency or gold coin of U.B.A. 

Substitution of Debentures 

Section 7 deals with the changes 
made in the mode-of issuing debent- 
ures without re-submission to the 
burgesses, and cuts out from the ox- 
isting charter the following para- 
graph: 

“Provided that neither the period 
over which the indebtedness was orig- 
inally spread nor the term at the end 
of which the same was made payable, 
as the case may be, nor the rate of 
interest is increased, and that the 
amount of principal of such new de- 
bentures does not exceed the amount 
of the principal owing upon the orig- 
inai debentures.” 

Redemption of Debentures 

Section 8 is framed to allow for 
the redemption of debentures as the 
money fs collected by the city. 

Schools and Taxation 

Section 9 provides that there shall 
be no exemption from taxation for 
any schoo) or hospital carried on as 
# commercial undertaking, and which 
{s not in receipt of government or 
municipal grants. 

Values for Assessment 

Section 10 strikes out | follow- 
ing from the existing charte?: 

“In estimating its value regard may 
be had to its situation and the pur- 

ose for which it is used or for which 
f sold by the owner it could and 
probably would be used in the next 
succeeding twelve months.” 

The above refers to provisions under 
which the assessor has up to the pres- 
ent partly used to arrive at assess- 
ment values. 

Earlier ‘Tax Notices 

Sections 11 to 19 and 21 provide 
for a change in the time of making 
assessments so that tax notices may 
be issued early in the year. The city 
solicitor says: “Under the present 
system it is generally the middle of| 
August or perhaps later before the 
assessment roll is finally revised by a 
judge, the result being that the tax 
rate is not set and motices sent out 
until generally in October. The pres- 
ent charter provides that taxes may 
be made payable by instalments. If 
this change in the date of making 
the assessment ig made, the taxes can 
be made payable in instalments com- 
mencing, say, in June or July, and be 
made payable in two, three or four 
instalments, with the right to give 
varying discounts. The object is to 
encourage people to pay their taxes 
early and to gave paying large charges 
for bank interest.” 

The Surtax 

Section 20 deals with the levying 
and fixing and levying and collection, 
of taxes, and it also makes provision 
for a surtax !n order to cover taxes 
which may not be collected. For pay- 
ment of the surtax each person to be 
given a certificate which ray bear 
interest and he redeemable y the 
city at a specified time or may be 
used’ as payment by the holder for

Over eight thousand women from 
every part of the province of Alberta 
will be represented at the fourth an- 
nual meeting of the Women's Insti- 
tutes which meets In convention in 
Edmonton Wednesday afternoon at 
1:80 o'clock. With the addition of 
ome 77 new branches during the 
year, there is a total at present of 
212 branches now. Many of these new 
societies were organized in the Peace 
River district, but there has been a 

iral growth in every part of the 
province, 

Miss Isabel Noble, of Daysland, 
president of the organization, will be 
presiding officer of the meetings, 
which extend over four sessions, 
finishing Friday afternoon, Marck 8. 
Several of the directors are already 
in the city and are getting the work 
of the convention well itn hand, 
Obviously it is the largest meeting 
that has ever been held in connection 
with Women’s Institutes in Alberta 
and an elaborate program has been 
mapped out, 

One of the big matters to come be- 


ing and enlarging of the work of the 
institutes o¢ the different provinces 

into a Dominion organization. A reso- 

lution coming from a body of women 

such as this would be, would have a 
owerful backing. 

In 1916 an act of the legislature 
was passed providing for the consti- 
tution, grants, objects, etc., of the 
Women's Institutes of Alberta, and 
the objects as set forth are very in- 
teresting. 

What Women are Doing 

Primarily the institutes are to !m- 
prove the social conditions in rural 
and other commanities. And to carry 
cut this broad program It is suggested 
that the study of home economics be 
taken up, including home nursing, 
household science, sanitation, food 
values, sickroom cookery, house furn- 
ishing, sewing, child welfare, preven- 
tion of disease, local neighborhood 
needs, industrial and social conditions, 
and other matters. 

According to the act, Women's In- 
stitutes should be organized as social 
centres in the com- 
munity and should be utilized as A 
means of welcoming new settlers, 
They also are to encourage agriculture 
and the improvement of agricultural 
conditions, arrange for demonstration 
lectures, short course schools, travel- 
ing libraries and such,

Social evils were mental 
and psychical rather than physical and

had means of proper means of expres- 
sion at this susceptible period in their 
lives.

-EDITORIAL . 
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AF another column of this issue 
will be found a few of the amend- 
ments which the city council is 
asking the Legislature to iucor- 
porate into the city charter, These 
three groups of clauses do not 
oceur consecutively in the list of 


proposed amendments; but they 
are here brought into association 
because they appear to supplement 
each other and because taken to- 
gether they give some definite idea 
of the powers the council is ask- 
ing for. It will be well worth the 
reader’s while to turn to these 
clauses and re-read them and then 
read them again. They are some- 
thing altogether new in the realm 
of municipal legislation, surely 
But their novelty is less notable 
than their scope. To say that they 
propose to put vast and unheard- 
of powers into the hands of the 
city council would be to under- 
state the case. In fact they seem to 
invest in the council the power of 
life and death alike over the solv- 
ency of the city and that of the 
taxpayer. The council is to be em- 
powered to issue civic stock, bear- 
ing such rates of interest as the

Would it not be 
possible for some future council, 
composed of less trustworthy men, 
to use these powers as the basis of 
a conspfracy to exploit the tax- 
payers for their own profit? To 
make a bargain with stock-dealing 
interests for the conversion of our 
outstanding debentures into stock 
—bearing interest rates fixed by 
the conspiring aldermen—and for 
the splitting of a rake-off? This 
being general legislation, is there 
any limit to which this juggling 
could not be carried by converting 
debentures into stock and stock 
into debentures, and so on as long 
as the taxpayers had anything 
left? It may be that under our 
straightened circumstances the 
only way to bring the city through 
the crisis is to repose unusual pow- 
|ers in the council. But if that is 
the case the taxpayers are entitled

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Now that the report of Mr. Jus- 
tice Walsh has been printed it is 
quite evident that the mayor and 
council majority had no object in 
urging its being made public be- 
fore the voting on Monday. The 
learned judge discusses the effi- 
ciency of the booster pumps with 
some particularity and reaches a 
conclusion that he admits many 
of those present at the fire did not 
agree with, namely, that the 
pumps worked efficiently. 

As to the inefficiency of the bri- 
gade he is very definite. He says: 

‘‘Without going into more de- 
tail than the very short time at 
my disposal will permit, I would 
say that in my opinion this fire 
was not well handled at the 
start aid to that I attribute very 
largely the fact that it got out 
of hand.’’ 

While this is a reflection direct- 
ed especially against Assistant 
Chief Soles, it includes the men 
under him, and Chief Davidson, as 
well, for Chief Davidson was on 
the ground and in charge of the 
fire long before it had reached the 
uncontrollable stage. 

The great point in fire fighting 
is to prevent it from getting a 
start. It is to this end that equip- 
ment is perfected and men train- 
ed. The great success of the Hd- 
monton fire department in the past 
came from the fact that they 
were on the ground promptly 
sensed what to do when they ar- 
rived. The new brigade was 
at the fire promptly enough, but 
Judge Walsh reports that the 
buildings burned because they did 
not know what to do when they 
got there, That is the whole case. 
The men were loyal and willing 
enough, but they simply did not 
know what to do, and so the build- 
ings burned. Judged by the facts 
brought out at the enquiry and by 
the record of the old brigade there 
is every reason to believe that had 
they been on the job the loss 
would not have occurred. A quar- 
ter of a million dollars loss in one 
night is a high price to pay for 
| fire fighting inefficiency, the result 
}of the council mismanagement, 
That is the policy the electors were 
asked to endorse by voting ‘‘Yes’’ 
on Monday. 

Besides establishing the ineffi- 
ciency of the new brigade the re- 
port clears “up several nasty re- 
ports that were being industrious- 
ly circulated before the plebiscite 
| was taken; 

The 132nd street fire was mere- 
|ly an accident—not set designedly

(f)Of two posts epiked together at 
the top and resting on the ground in 
the shape of an A which shall be 
joined by a brace firmly nailed near 
the base, with three rails firmly se- 
cured on the one side o. the A, the 
top rail not less than four feet and 
the bottom rail not less than eighteen 
inches from the ground, there being 
also firmly secured on the other side 
of the A one rail ot more than twen- 
ty inches from the ground. 

(g) Of woven wire secured to posta 
not more than 35 fect apart: 

2. Any river bank or other naturai 
boundary sufficient to keep domestie 
animals out of any land. 

8. Any fence within a rural munte 
cipality declared to be a lawful fence 
by a bylaw or bylaws for restraining 
animals at large, passed by such munle 
cipality, but this subsection shall ape 
ply any fence immediately gure 
rounding stacks of hay or grain. 

Provided that 

1, No fence surrounding growtng 
crop or crops in process of being han 
vested shall be decmed a lawful fenee 
unless it is situated at least eight feet 
from such crop and otherwise come 
plies with the provisions of this Ore 
dinance.
